go behind the returns. 
If the lawy ers 
here say they want o ne o f their number 
fo r judge they must certainly want him. 
But here is what the J o urnal say s and wc 
giv e it fo r what it is wo rth: 
“ It is stated upo n what seems to be 
go o d autho rity that J udge Sheldo n will 
no t be a candidate fo r re-electio n to the 
State Supremo bench and that J udge 
Bailey w ill be a candidate fo r that po si­ 
tio n. 
This means that there will be two 
J udges to be elected in this district this 
fall. 
This being the case the matter be­ 
co mes far to o impo rtant to be left to the

date was really the wo rk o f the Republi­ 
can lawy ers, and the Demo crats are no t 
in a po sitio n to make thedr desires 
kno wn. 


If in this Republican district the do mij 
nant party see fit to do so fo o lish a thing 
as to put o ne o f the o ther party fo rward 
as their candidate, it is hardly to be ex ­ 
pected that the Demo crats will find fault 
with the actio n, but a priv ate talk with 
almo st any o f them will v ery so o n co n 
vince the inquiring mind that the real 
cho ice o f the Demo crats has no t been 
made. 
There is no reaso n fo r the cho ice 
being placed upo n a Demo crat, still there 
is no reaso n why it sho uld no t be if tbe 
peo ple o f the district wish it. 
There arc* 
ho wev er, o ther men in that party who 
wo uld be far mo re acceptable to all. If a 
Demo crat is necessary in o rder to satisfy 
this Republican district there is no do ubt 
that Sherwo o d Dix o n is the man o f all

Darwin, but always expressed

developed the soul from the matter. 
No one who has seen him during the 
last thirty years can form any idea of 
what he was as a young man; he was 
a fiery prophet, a man with wonder­ 
ful flow of ideas, and an inspiration to 
all around him.

Very gradually the dining-hall grew* 
in comfort and splendor. 
Dishes of 
gold and silver were made, and so eager 
were the nobles for them that they 
would sacrifice anything to possess 
them. 
The salt cellar was for a long 
time the article of highest importance 
on tho board. 
It was a great affair, 
aud stood directly in the center of the 
table; it was the dividing line; the 
nobles were seated above the salt, the 
commoners below; hence grew* the 
proverb, “Below the salt.” The pass­ 
ing of salt w*as a ceremonious custom, 
the guest throwing a pinch over his 
left shoulder and murmuring a hless- 
ing. 
The salt collars w*oro of the most 
curious devices.

Co d Fishing . 
Long-line fishing for cod is carried 
011 by large smacks, which are manned 
by from nine to eleven men, and remain 
at sea till a good cargo has been caught. 
Many of these boats use as many as 180 
lines, each forty fathoms long. 
Each 
of these lines lias a number of smaller 
lines attached to it, at a fathom and a 
half apart, and on these the hooks are 
placed. 
The total length of these 
lines is about eight miles, and they 
carry 1,680 books. 
The hooks are 
baited with welk. 
The lines are shot 
into the sea, about sunrise, and arc 
laid across , the tides so that the short 
lines, which are1 called snoods, may he 
carried away from the main line. 
No 
floats of auy kind are used to raise tho 
line from the ground, but at every dis­ 
tance of forty fathoms a little anchor 
is placed to keep the lino steady, and 
at every mile of the length, and at the 
two ends a conical buoy with a flag-staff 
is placed. 
The line is thrown out at 
half tide, and hauled up when the tide 
is nearly done. 
The fish are taken off 
the hooks, have the air-bladder punct­ 
ured, and are then put into the well of 
the ship, which occupies its central 
part. 
A constant supply of fresh water 
from the sea comes in through holes 
bored below the water line, and here 
tho cod will live for a long time in fair 
weather. 
If they die from being 
knocked about by tho rolling of the 
ship they are at once taken out from 
the well and packed iu ice. 
Frequently 
a smack comes in from the Dogger 
Bank with twonty or more soora of live " 
cod, aud with more than half as many 
packed in ice. 
A smack with a well of 
this kind costs about .€ 300 more than 
an ordinary vessel, so that a boat of 
sixty-eight tons costs € 1,500. 
More 
than half the hands on hoard a cod 
smack are apprentices. 
The captain is 
paid 9 per cent on tho proceeds of tho 
voyage, the mate gets € 1 2s. a week, 
and the men € 1 a week each. 
The ap­ 
prentices are paid from € 1 to € 10 a year. 
The food for the crew is found by the 
owner.

Wisdo m o f Animals. 
Last week Sir Jo hn Lubbo o k de­ 
liv ered an interesting address in Queen 
Street hall, Edinburgh, to tho mem* 
bo ra o f the Edinburgh Philo so phical 
Institutio n, o n “ Tbe Sense and Senses 
o f Animals. ” He said o ne wo uld grate­ 
fully admit that the do g was a lo y al 
and true and affectio nate friend, but 
when we came to co nsider the nature 
o f the animal o ur kno wledge was v ery 
limited. 
That aro se a go o d deal fro m 
the fact that peo ple had tried rather to 
teach animals than to learn fro m them. 
It had o ccurred to him that so me sno h 
metho d as that which was fo llo wed in 
the case o f deaf mutes might pro v e in­ 
structiv e if adapted to the case o f do gs. 
He had tried with a black po o dle be­ 
lo nging to himself. 
He then went o n 
to relate sev eral ex periments he had 
made with pieces o f cardbo ard with 
different wo rds marked upo n them. 
He had taken two pieces o f card, o ne 
blank and the o ther with the wo rd 
“ fo o d” upo n it 
He had put the latter 
o n a saucer co ntaining so me bread and 
milk and the blank card he put o n an 
empty saucer. 
The do g was no t al­ 
lo wed to eat until it bro ught the pro per 
card to him, 
This ex periment was re­ 
peated o v er and o v er again, and in 
abo ut ten day s the do g began to dis­ 
tinguish the card with the letters o n it 
fro m the plain card. 
It to o k a lo ng 
time to make tho do g realize the differ­ 
ence between different wo rds. In o rder 
to try and disco v er whether the do g 
co uld distinguish co lo rs he prepared 
six cards, making two o f them blue, 
two o f them y ello w, and two o range. 
He put o ne o f each o n the flo o r and 
tried to get the do g to bring to him a 
card with the same co lo r as o ne which 
he sho wed the do g in his hand. 
After 
try ing this fo r three mo nths he fo und 
that his ex periment in this directio n 
was a failure. 
He had alway s felt a 
great lo ngintf to kno w lio w the wo rld 
appeared to lo wer animals. 
It was still 
a do ubtful po int whether ants were 
able to hear. 
Fro m ex periments which 
lie had made he bail co me to the co n­ 
clusio n they had no t the po wer o f ad­ 
dressing each o ther. 
His impressio n 
o n tho who le was that bees and ants 
were no t deaf, but that they heard 
so unds so shrill as to be bey o nd o ur 
hearing. 
There was no do ubt abo ut 
insects seeing. 
He related sev eral ex ­ 
periments which he had made with tho 
v iew o f disco v ering whether different 
insects 
co uld distinguish 
different 
co lo rs and had any preference fo r par­ 
ticular co lo rs. 
The co lo rs o t o bjects 
pro duced upo n insects an impressio n 
v ery different fro m that pro duced o n 
human beings. 
Tho wo rld to them 
might bo full o f musio which wo co uld 
no t hear, co lo rs which wMpo uld no t see, 
and sensatio us which we ro uld no t feel. 
—Na ture. 
A I*en Po rtrait o f Geo rge Elio t. 
Tho mas Ado lphus Tro llo pe drawa 
the fo llo wing po rtrait o f Geo rge E lio t: 
Sho was no t, as the wo rld in general 
is aware, a handso me o r ev en a perso n­ 
able wo man.

Her head was finely fo rmed, with 
no ble and wo ll balanced arch fro m 
bro w to cro wn. 
Tho lips and mo uth 
po ssessed a po wer o f infinitely v aried 
ex pressio n. 
Geo rge Lewes o nco said 
to me when I made so me o bserv atio n 
to the effect that she hail a sweet face 
(I meant to say that the face ex pressed 
great sweetness): 
“ Yo u might say 
what a sweet hundred faces! I lo o k at 
her so metimes in amazement 
Her 
co untenance is co nstantly changing." 
The lips and mo uth were distinctly 
sensuo us in fo rm and fullness. 
She 
has been co mpared to the po rtraits o f 
Sav o naro la (who was frightful) and o f 
Dante (who tho ugh stern and bitter- 
lo o king was handso me.) 
So mething 
there was o f bo th faces in Geo rge 
Elio t’s phy sio gno my . 
Lewes to ld us, 
in her presence, o f the ex clamatio n ut­ 
tered suddenly by so me o ne to who m 
she was po inted o ut at a place o f pub­ 
lic entertainment—I b eliev e it was o t a 
Mo nday Po pular Co ncert in St. James* 
Hall. 
“ That,” said a by stander, “ is 
Geo rge E lio t” 
The g en tleman to 
who m she was thus indicated gav e o ne 
swift, searching lo o k and ex claimed 
so tto v o ice, “ Dante’s aunt!” 
Lewes 
tho ught this happy , and he reco gnized 
the kind o f lik en ess th at was meant to 
the great sin g er o f the Div ine Co medy . 
Sho h erself p lay fu lly ilisel 
aimed any 
resemb lan ce to Sav o n aro la. But, al­ 
tho ugh such resemb lan ce was v ery dis- 
tan t—Sav o u aro Ia’s 
p ecu liarly 
unbal­ 
anced co u n ten an ce b ein g 
a stro ng cari­ 
catu re o f hers — so me lik en ess there 
was. 
If tho u art rich , then sh o w the great­

The 
height o f the wall fro m the to p o f the 
parapet is abo ut seventeen feet ten 
inches at mo st parts, tho ugh o ccasio n­ 
ally where the parapet is highest, it 
measures eighteen feet six inches; its 
breadth is thirteen feet, and the height 
o f the parapet five feet fo ur inches. The 
to wers are thirty-o ne feet three inches 
high and twenty-eight feet o ne inch 
bro ad. 
The parapet is bo th crenelated 
and lo o pho led, and the to wers are 
pierced fo r the discharge o f so me pro ­ 
jectile. 
Fro m any elevated site the 
scenery well repays o ne fo r the tro uble 
o f ascent; clear streams are seen me 
andering do wn the passes, while o n 
every side, and lo o ming far in the dis­ 
tance are a successio n o f bro wn hillto ps 
with small patches o nly under cultiva­ 
tio n. 
Dro ves o f pack-asses are seen 
go ing and returning, bringing a small 
kind o f brushwo o d, which the bo arders 
burn instead o f the millet-stalk in use

o f Cha-po w, distant abo ut twenty-o ne 
lee fro m that o f Lo -wan, co nfirmed o ur 
surmise that in the erectio n o f the wall 
the co ntracto rs (if such there were) 
availed themselves to any extent o f th 
building materials clo sest at hand. \Y\ 
no ticed several guns, mo st o f which 
were partially imbedded in the earth 
o f rubble fo rming the center o f the 
w all; o ne bo re an inscriptio n reco rding 
that it was cast in the reign o f Wan 
Lee, the last Empero r o f the Ming dy­ 
nasty. 
It must, therefo re, have been 
upward o f 2G0 years o ld, and was evi 
dently fashio ned after a 
Euro pean 
mo del. 
A great many o f the to wers 
were in a decayed state, and the in 
terio r o f so me 
o f them, 
having 
begin cleared o f debris, were co nverted 
into gardens and granaries.

Ac­ 
cordin g to the co« le of trumpet sign als 
for shun tin g in operation at St. lfollox 
goods yards, Glasgow, tbo various sign als 
are represen ted by lon g blasts, short 
blasts an d “crows” of the trumpet, the 
repetition of each varyin g the direction s; 
for in stan ce, a lon g blast of the trumpet 
mean s “move forward,” an d two lon g 
blasts are a sign al to ‘‘move back.” As 
a rule, the gotxls yards of the prin cipal 
railways, if n ot quite close to the termin i, 
are situated usually in thickly popula­ 
ted metropolitan districts, an d it is be­ 
lieved that if trumpet sign alin g should Ihj 
in troduced to them, discordan t soun ds 
of con tin uous an d diversifietl blasts of 
the trumpet will create a n uisauce—es­ 
pecially at n ight, when people are iu 
bed, n ight lx*in g in variably utilized for 
shun tin g—which Lon don ers will scarcely 
put up with. 
Un der this n ovel arran ge­ 
men t each shun ter, an d in some cases 
tho sign al men , are furn ished with a 
horn trumpet eleven in ches in len gth, 
havin g a reed in side the mouthpiece, the 
whole bein g of very light con struction . 
The trumpet is carried by tin* shun ter 
slun g over his left shoulder with a piece 
of cord, an d han gs across the light hip. 
It is n ot at presen t stat«.*«! whether or n ot 
the use of the trumpet as a sign al will 
en able the railway authorities to dispen se 
with the soun din g of tho en gin e whistles, 
which have already been the subject of 
so much objection .—Bon don Daily News,
